The following aooount of a »hoolc of 


earthquake cxp^rienoed at Home on tt. 
12th nit., is from the concspoodtnt of 
tho London Mont-ing Pott, writin'g on 
March 13- 


Yesterday evening, aUut 9 o'clock, 


I was juat ruing from the dinuer-tablo 
with a few friends when oar attention 
wa* attracted to the gyratory ipoUoa of 
our gaa oli»ndelior suspended over the 
table. While wo were wondejring what 
co«ld oause tho metal bracket protrud- 
ing from tho wall to oscillate so, we be- 
came conscious of an undulatory move- 
ment under our foot, giving a sensation 
of giddiness something alrin to sc»-«iclc- 
ness. Suddenly a suipioion of the 
truth flashed across my mind, and I 
looked at tho olpok, observing that it 
marked 9, and that wo ihould probably 
find that throughout Borne, and per- 
haps a great part of Italy, tha *hook of 
an earthquake would be registered at 
that proone moment. Just then two 
servants oamc in from tho kitchen to 
ask whether we had rnDK, adding in 
rather a dismayed tone that,' beiidw 
tho ringing of too bell suspended then, 
they had been startled by the jingling 
of glasses and deoantcn at'l tho clatter 
of plates on the dresser, to say nothing 
of the vibratory motion of a large table 
at which..they were witting their sop- 
,per. 
I went into the kitchen and saw 


the clapper of the bell still agitated and 
the hron».w.ight>'of a:Bteel-y»rd filed 
into the wall wagging like a ptndulum. 
Iu other rooms of the bouio the shock 
produced simiUr effect* acd was equally 
fait, 10 that, there being no doubt about 
th* cause, I set about obtaining some Lin- 
formation to-day respecting what had 
been noted down in scientific quarters. 
Father Secohi, the learned astrouomw, 
was in his rooms in Roman 'Colltigsi 
correcting some proofs for th« prm, 
when he felt an undnlatory moV6n iiiid 
experienced n sensation of naseau whii^h 
mado him suspend his work and observe 
to his aasistunt that he thought he pcr- 
ooivcd nn earthquake. *The assiitant 
i bought not, but immediately after, at 
precisely 9:6fi, an unmiatakeable shook 
wnsfeltby both. Father MancheM, 
another Jesnit, who had gone inttt lie 
conservatory to inspeot the »agn«tie in- 
struments, rushed back to Father 3eqi 
hi'n room in terror, telling him that 
ho instruments were all upset and the 
observatory was in utter oonfusion1.—- 
Pho observatory clock stopped at the 


wt of tho shook, an* thh uortung 
.... _ands were (Sill at 9:06. A »imflw 
phenomenon was remarked during tM 
celobrated catthquakc at Lisbon. Th» 
direction of the1 earthquake was fww 
southeast to northwest, similar to tjiat 
of the last disastrous cartqttako at Nor- 
cia and it lasted abdut twelve seconds, 
There wns a groat de,al pf alarm about 
the city, and many people ran out of 
their houses, 'for belfe were rtngiog or- 
erywhero, lamps' nnd'other objiects wbw 
thrown, and little birds ailcep in lh«rf 
caees wore jofkc^T off their pptbUos. 
The !Portcr'» bellin tho lofty Convent 
of AraOcoli, on thd'CapHol, wus hoard 
to toll lugubrionBW.1 In Wei, thcfeMn, 
and public establishments the gas-light 
suppo«8M oscillated violently,jWdjatl 
the Opera-house, which waa crowded) on 
aooountof ^ now b>llot, -"LaflBOWhrn- 
ide'del NoVd,' the great(Shanadier wav- 
ed and shook iu lustres so that many la- 
dies woro greatly alarmed, and-tlw beiu- 
pants of some of the upper bo*cs Wok 
"< flicht prcoipit*t»lj.
